rep o rts 
in dicate 
th at th e do llar v alu e o f gro cery 
sto re sales in In dian a du rin g th e 
p ast y ear h as been a little less 
th an ten p er cen t u n der th e 19 3 7 
to tal. Th is co mp ares with a de­ 
clin e o f n early 20 p er cen t in to ­ 
tal bu sin ess activ ity . 
Th e recen t declin e registered 
in gro cery sto re sales was abo u t 
eq u al to th e co mbin ed gain s o f 
19 3 6 an d 19 3 7. O th er co mp ariso n s 
sh o w th e do llar v alu e o f gro cery 
sto re sales in In dian a abo u t 20 
p er cen t abo v e th e dep ressio n 
lo w, bu t n early 3 5 p er cen t u n der 
19 29 . 
Th ere h as been little ch an ge 
in th e p h y sical v o lu me o f fo o d 
p ro du cts 
h an dled 
by 
gro cery 
sto res du rin g recen t y ears. An 
an aly sis o f retail fo o d p rices re­ 
v eals th at th e dro p in do llar 
sales in 19 3 8 reflected a declin e 
o f o n ly abo u t two p er cen t in th e 
q u an tity , o r n u mber, o f u n its 
so ld. Fro m th e best data av aila­ 
ble, it seems v ery do u btfu l th a t 
th e p h y sical v o lu me o f gro cery 
sto re sales h as ch an ged as mu ch 
as fiv e p er cen t du rin g th e p ast 
fiv e y ears. It seems th a t th e 
am o u n t o f o u r p u rch asin g p o wer 
h as v ery little effect o n 
th e 
q u an tity o f gro cery items we 
p u rch ase. 
A n u m ber o f o th er ch an ges 
th a t h av e taken p lace in th e 
gro cery sto re trade du rin g th e 
p ast y ear will p ro v e o f mo re last­ 
in g sign ifican ce th an th e ch an g­ 
es discu ssed in 
th e p recedin g 
p aragrap h s. 
Th e su ccessfu l 
m erch an t o f 
19 3 8 gav e mo re atten tio n to a r­ 
ran gin g h is merch an dise so it 
wo u ld sell itself. Serv ices as well 
as self-serv ice sto res fo llo wed a 
p ractice th a t was started sev eral 
y ears ago an d elimin ated bar­ 
riers th a t fo rmerly sto o d between 
th e cu sto mer an d th e m erch an ­ 
dise. Op erato rs o f bo th ty p es o f 
sto res sh o wed a stro n ger realiza­ 
tio n th a t n ew wan ts 
dev elo p 
wh en cu sto mers are bro u gh t in 
clo se co n tact with merch an dise 
an d are allo wed to h an dle it. 
In creased atten tio n was giv en 
to th e lo catio n o f in div idu al 
items with in th e sto re. 
Mo re 
an d mo re m erch an ts reco gn ized 
th a t stap le gro ceries an d m eats 
can be u sed 
as 
an 
effectiv e 
mean s o f drawin g p eo p le in to 
th e back p art o f th e sto re. Th ey 
also beco me mo re aware o f th e 
fact th at h igh p ro fit, imp u lse 
items su ch as o liv es, p ickles, jel­ 
lies, an d jam s sh o u ld be n ear th e 
fro n t o f th e sto re so th a t th ey 
will be seen by as man y cu sto m­ 
ers as p o ssible. 
Additio n al 
emp h asis 
was 
p laced u p o n th e im p o rtan ce o f 
“mass” disp lay s. A large disp lay 
seems to say , “I m u st be go o d o r 
th e gro cer wo u ld n o t h av e p u r­ 
ch ased so mu ch o f me.” Tests 
h av e sh o wn a ten den cy fo r p eo ­ 
p le to make q u an tity p u rch ases 
o f items disp lay ed o n a large 
scale. Th e su p er-m arkets made 
mo st ex ten siv e u se o f th is ty p e 
o f disp lay , bu t man y v ery small 
m erch an ts u sed it effectiv ely .

M erch an ts fo u n d th a t can n ed 
go o ds du mp ed in to a bin in v ite 
in sp ectio n an d en co u rage self- 
serv ice. Ju mbled disp lay s were 
u sed ex ten siv ely to leav e 
th e 
imp ressio n th a t certain items o f 
m erch an dise are bargain s. 
Perh ap s th e mo st far-reach in g 
dev elo p men t

trade in In dian a du rin g th e. p ast 
y ear co n cern s th e su p er-m arket. 
Califo rn ia h as h ad a su bstan tial 
n u mber o f su p er-m arkets 
fo r 
sev eral y ears, bu t th is ty p e o f 
gro cery sto re o u tlet still is rath er 
n ew to th e citizen s o f In dian a. 
What effect will the “ supers” 
hav e upo n o ur established fo o d 
sto res? The super-markets cut 
o perating ex penses in ev ery way 


p o ssible. Th eir serv ices are lim it­ 
ed. Price defin itely is th e p ri­ 
mary ap p eal th ey u se to get cu s­ 
to mers. Ex p erien ce sh o ws, h o w- 
v er, th a t after th ey h av e been 
establish ed in a co mmu n ity fo r 
a wh ile th ey in crease th eir o p er­ 
atin g co sts by “dressin g u p ” th eir 
sto res an d addin g cu sto mer ser­ 
v ices. Wh en sev eral su p er-m ar­ 
kets are o p en ed in a co mmu n ity 
th e bu sin ess is ap t to be div ided 
to a p o in t wh ere n o n e o f th em 
can secu re th e large v o lu me o f 
bu sin ess n eeded to keep o p erat­ 
in g co sts do wn . 
Th ere seems to be little q u es­ 
tio n bu t th a t th ere is a n eed 
in o u r sy stem o f distribu tio n fo r 
th is ty p e o f “lo w co st” retail o u t­ 
let. It is q u ite likely th a t th ere 
will - be co n siderably mo re “su ­ 
p ers” in In dian a at th e en d o f 
19 3 9 th an at th e p resen t time. 
Ho wev er, th is do es n o t n eces­ 
sarily mean a disap p o in tin g o u t­ 
lo o k fo r th e small in dep en den t 
gro cer. If h e is alert an d p ro ­ 
gressiv e h e n eed n o t wo rry abo u t 
th e “su p ers” driv in g h im o u t o f 
bu sin ess in th e n ear fu tu re. Th e 
meth o ds h e u sed to meet ch ain 
sto re co mp etitio n can be u sed to 
meet th is n ew th reat. 
Th ere are th o u san ds o f co n ­ 
su mers in In dian a wh o are mo re 
in terested in th e serv ices ren ­ 
dered by small in dep en den t o u t­ 
lets th an th ey are in an y sav in gs 
th ey m igh t make by tradin g a t 
th e su p er-m arkets. Bo th ty p es 
o f o u tlets defin itely h av e a p lace 
in a go o d sy stem o f distribu tio n .
